The following items of information 
were presented, questions discussed, 
or decisions made: 


Secretary's report read indicating new 
membership renewal forms mailed out 
requesting new and up to date member— 
ship info. Also Andy Morrison working 
on a new database program into which 
this membership info will be inputted. 
Treasurer's report indicates as of 
1@/15/846 Bank Balance was #4763 with 
approx $2080 received in Dues but not 
yet included in the Bank Balance. 

Cost of insurance policy has not yet 
been received from the insurance 
company, but it is estimated tao be 
around $10@@. A schedule will be set 
up for timely payment of telephone 
bills which are delayed getting to the 
Treasurer due to the various mailing 
addresses. 


The Clerk will contact the State re. 
Article of Incorporation papers that 
have yet to be filed for the past few 
years. 


Mat Valleau, KASCRG, was overlooked in 
the list of personnel in the last New— 
sletter that worked.on the restoration 
of the 22/82 Antenna. As he was an 
outstanding contributor he will be 
sent a letter of appreciation. 


The acquisition of a new microcontrol— 
ler for 22/82 in Weston was discussed. 
The Controller is required to allow 
the phone patch exchange info to be 
expeditiously updated and to integrate 
the 44@ link from Belmont with 22/82. 
Escom Industries upgraded Mod 100 
should be available soon after the 
first of the year. This new controller 
will have all of the attributes 


required to make additions and changes 


to the phone patch exchange and area 


code list and also handle the 448 link 
input. 

If the Controller can be installed 
early in the first quarter of next 
year the link should be in operation 
by the end of the quarter. 


Fred Campbell, WEIFAE, who has been 
Trustee of the Marlboro 44@ Mhz 
Repeater for the past few years, has 
asked to be replaced because of the 
heavy demands on his time by the job 
that pays his livelihood. Scott 
Bullock, KAICLX, has agreed to take 
Over the trusteeship of the Marlboro 
44@ mHz repeater. The MMRA wishes to 
thank Fred for the fine job he has 
done in maintaining the repeater and 
hopes that his job isn’t so demanding 
he will not be able to continue his 
association with the club. 


Due to the inability of the general 
membership to nominate a director at 
the last meeting, to serve the 
unexpired term of Peter Bongiorno who 
resigned for business reasons, the 
Board agreed upon a name to be 
submitted to the next membership 
meeting for a conformation vote. 


A nominating committee for next years 
slate of officers was @stablished with 
Peter Munroe, WBIDBC, to head it. 
Peter has subsequently accepted task. 
As required by Article III A, Para. 2, 
of the. By Laws, the candidate list 
will be distributed to the membership 
on or before 15 April, 1987. As 
allowed by Article III A, Para. 1 A, 
"Any member desiring to run for a 
particular elective position shall 
notify the Secretary of such intention 
on or before March 15”. 


Tt was agreed that the control codes 
and the auto patch codes in all of the 
repeaters should be changed, it having 
been some time since the last change. 
This change will take place next year 
after the new controller has been 
installed at Weston. 
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Some time in the past a listing of 
Control Operator Regulations was 
Prepared but never carried beyond that 
stage. Andy Morrison will turn that 
preliminary draft over to the 
Secretary for formalization and 
distribution to the Control Operators. 
Trustees of the Marlboro, Stoneham, 
and Weston (both 146 & 44@) repeaters 
are requested to supply current 
control operator lists to the 
Secretary. The Guincy list is on hand.
